THomMasS STEPHEN McCNICHOLAS WAS BORN IN THE 
VILLAGE OF BaBLYSARY, CounTy Mayo, IRELAND, 
DecemBer 22, 1896, tHe son oF PaTRICK and Mary, 
ONE OF SEVEN CHILDREN, HAVING FOUR SISTERS AND 
TWO BROTHERS. AFTER EDUCATION AT THE COLLEGE 
or KEELOUGES, HE CamME TO New Yorx rn 1911 awp 
STARTED HIS CAREER AS A GROCERY CLERK. LATER 


THE ONLY @XCITEMENT BEING A FEW OCCASIONS HE 
SMASHED INTO TRUCKS AND WAGONS. HIS SHORT STAY 


BY THE OUTBREAK OF WorLD WaR I. HE ENLISTED IN 
1917, TAKING PART IN BATTLES OF THE ARGONNE 
Forest AND CHaTEAU THIERY. THEN AS A MEMBER OF 
THE ARMY OF OCCUPATION IN GERMANY, HE ROSE TO 
THE RANK OF SERGEANT. 


RETURNING FROM THE WAR IN 1919 HE mMaRRIED Many ANN REILLY AND SOON 
AFTER BECAME A MEMBER OF THE New York Crry Poutrce FoRcE IN OCTOBER 1919, 
SERVING unTIL Marcu 15, 1952. HE WELL REMEMBERS THE OLD SHIP BaLTiIc , 


HE DROVE A TROLLEY CAR. FOR THE NEXT FIVE YEARS, 


AS A PILE-DRIVER IN THE SHIPYARDS WAS INTERRUPTED 


AS IT WAS THE ONE THAT BROUGHT HIM TO AmERICA IN 1911 aND, AS A CONVERTED 


TROOP=SHIP, TOOK HIM BACK AS A SOLDIER In 1917, 


AS A PoLrIcemMan, TOM SPENT MOST OF HIS TIME ASSIGNED TO TRAFFIC PRE- 
crncr J. IN BROOKLYN, SERVING FIFTEEN YEARS AS REGULATOR OF TRAFFIC AT 
ATLANTIC AND BEDFORD AVENUES. HE PREFERRED TRAFFIC DUTY BECAUSE HE DID 
NOT LIKE NIGHT DUTY OR WALKING THE BEAT. IN THE EARLY DAYS MOST OF HIS 
SUMMONS GIVEN OUT WERE FOR RUNAWAY HORSES. LATER WHEN AUTOS TOOK OVER 
HE HAD THE OPPORTUNITY TO STUDY THE MOTORIST AT HIS WORST, WHEN,ON DIS- 
OBEYING TRAFFIC REGULATIONS, HE ATTEMPTED TO BRIBE THE TRAFFIC OFFICER 
TO OVERLOOK WRITING THE SUMMONS. (TOM ADMITS HE WROTE MANY TICKETS IN 
HIS TIME, BUT LEARNED TO CONTROL HIS TEMPER AND STATES HE GAWE THOSE 
OFFENDERS AT THE END OF THE DAY, WHEN HE WAS TIRED, THE SAME CAREFUL 
CONSIDERATION AS THOSE IN THE MORNINGS). HE SAYS TRAFFIC HAS CHANGED 
GREATLY IN THE PAST FEW YEARS. THERE ARE BETTER TRAFFIC SIGNALS NOW, 
MANY MORE CARS, BUT THE DRIVERS ARE STILL THE SAME -- USUALLY RECKLESS, 
UNMINDFUL OF THE OTHER DRIVER, AND QUICK TO ARGUE WITH THE TRAFFIC 
OFFICER. 
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WHILE ON POST HE LEARNED OTHER LANGUAGES AND SPEAKS FRENCH AND JEWISH 
RATHER WELL, DESPITE A SLIGHT GAELIC INFLECTION. 


In ALL HIS TOURS OF DUTY IN THE MIDST OF CONGESTED TRAFFIC HE CAME 
AWAY UNHARMED AND IN EXCELLENT HEALTH. HOWEVER, HIS WONDERFUL LUCK ALMOST 
RAN OUT BECAUSE HIS LAST ARREST, JUST BEFORE RETIREMENT, WAS 4 220 POUND 
GIANT, WHO AFPER CUTTING UP HIS WIFE, WENT BERSERK AND CAME AFTER TOM WITH 
A CLAW HAMMER, ONLY TO BE SUBDUED BY A WELL-AIMED BLOW WITH HIS POLICE 
REVOLVER BUTT. 


AFTER RETIREMENT, Tom came TO SpecraL SurceERY on Aprint 30, 1952, 
FIGURING TO STAY ONLY A FEW WEEKS, BUT STAYED ON, HE SAYS, BECAUSE HE 
LIKES WORKING WITH THE HOSPITAL PERSONNEL AND BECAUSE HE FEELS HE IS ABLE 
TO HELP THE SICK AND DISABLED. HIS RECORD SPEAKS FOR ITSELF. 


Turs SHORT STREET IN FRONT OF THE HOSPITAL SHOULD BE NAMED 'McNrcHoLas 
Puace" pecause ToM OWNS IT AND CONTROLS IT COMPLETELY. NoT ONLY ARE CARS 
PARKED ON BOTH SIDES OF THE NARROW STREET, INCLUDING THE SIDEWALKS, BUT 
THEY ARE PARKED FACING BOTH DIRECTIONS, AND, IN THE CASE OF DR. KAMMERER'S 
GM, EVEN SIDEWAYS. OVER ONE HUNDRED CARS ARE PARKED AND SHIFTED AROUND 
EACH DAY BY TOM, ON & STREET WITH 4A CAPACITY OF TWENTY CARS, YET HE MAN- 
AGES TO KEEP A WAY CLEAR FOR THE IMPORTANT ONES TO GET THROUGH, SUCH AS 
THE AMBULANCES AND OTHER VEHICLES BRINGING THE CRIPPLED ONES FOR TREATMENT 
AND TAKING THE MENDED ONES HOME. HOWEVER, JUST LET TAXI DRIVERS DALLY A 
MOMENT TOO LONG AND Tom GIVES THEM THAT TRAFFIC OFFICER'S LOOK AND THEY 
SCURRY AWAY IN A HURRY. 


IN ADDITION TO KEEPING TRAFFIC MOVING ON THIS SHORTEST AND BUSIEST 
STREET, HE FINDS TIME TO ADMIT OVER FIVE HUNDRED PERSONS EACH DAY THROUGH 
THE FRONT DOOR WITH NOT ONLY A KIND WORD FOR EACH ONE AND A STEADY HAND 
TO ASSIST THOSE FROM THEIR CARS, BUT VERY OFTEN ACTUALLY PICKING THEM UP 
AND CARRYING THEM TO THEIR WHEELCHAIRS OR STRETCHERS »

DISCHARGED VETERANS OF THE ARMED Forces; THE U.S. Pusure HEALTH 
SERVICE HOSPITALS FOR THE CARE OF MERCHANT SEAMEN AND SPECIAL TYPES 
OF ILLNESSES SUCH AS THE LEPROSARIUM IN CARVILLE, Law; STATE HOSP=
